,The British Command declared 
that no air attacks were carried out 
esterday—another indication that 
ndonesian resistance is weakening. 

British and Indian artillery shelled 
Surabaya again yesterday, after 
being in. action throughout Satur- 
day night, states Reuter. As General 
Mansergh’s« Fifth Indian Division 
moved into the city armed 
Indonesians are believed to have 
escaped into the hills outside under 
cover of. darkness. 

Allied H.Q. has denied Indone- 
sian allegations that Saturday’s air 
strikes were indiscriminate, stating 
all targets were known to be 
extremist strongpoints, thoroughly 
reconnoitered beforehand. 

Brigadier Robert Guy Loder- 
Symonds, Commander of the Royal 
Aitillery detachment in Surabaya, 
was killed on Saturday when the 
Mosquito plane in which he was 
taking off crashed. 

In a speech yesterday to the 
Youth Congress in Jogjakarta, Dr. 
Soekarno, Indonesian Republican 
leader,. told the people to maintain 
law and order. 

The British crew of the_ liner, 
Moreton Bay, walked off the ship 
yesterday when 1,600 Dutch troops 
from the Stirling- Castle were trans- 
ferred to her, a Reuter report from 
Sydney states. If they refused to 
return, the master said, “the ship 
would probably be manned by a 
naval crew.

Ready for “ Battle 
Of the Winter” 
In Germany 


The British Army of the Rhine 
was now deployed for the “battle 
of the winter,” said Field-Marshal 
Montgomery at a Press conference 
in Berlin yesterday, says Reuter. 
Its task, he pointed out, was two- 
fold—to maintain order under hard 
winter conditions, and to give all 
possible assistance to the military 
government. 

The food situation, he went .on, 
was more critical now than at any 
time since the Allies entered Ger- 
ee. Coal production was: rising 
satisfactorily, but transport difficul- 
ties were preventing its disttibution. 
There would be no coal for domes- 
tic - use. 
Field-Marshal Montgomery said 
that he had. read “with great 
interest” Press reports that he 
might soon be leaving his post. “ In 
my opinion, it would be most in- 
advisable to have any change of 
command or general set-up in Ger- 
many until the battle of the winter 
has been won,” he tdeclared. 

, He said that he did not think 
that the present British reconstruc- 
tion policy in Germany could lead 
to the emergence of a very strong 
Germany. He thought that Ger- 
many was “down and out.”

Authoritative details of the Prime 
Minister’s. ‘policy were learned 
yésterday after he and the President 
had talked long into the night. Jt 
is understood from reliable sources 
that Mr. Attlee based his approach 
during the first full day of active 
negotiation on four fundamental 
points. 

(1) He intends to devote a few days 
exclusively to the subject of 
world-wide control of atomic 
energy and other scientific 
developments. 

(2) He wants all such developments 
eventually put under the trustee- 
ships of the United Nations 
Organisation Security Council. 

(3) He aims at an interim organisa- 
tion—until the Security Council 
is ready and has proved its 
effectiveness—to contro] atomic 
energy, and has several alterna- 
tive. draft plans for such an 
organisation. 

(4) He will refuse to discuss any 
other Anglo-Anierican or global 
diplomatic problem, except 
insofar as it directly affects 
atomic energy discussions. He 
will definitely not intervene in 
the Anglo-American loan 
negotiations. 

Mr. Attlee proposes that all 
future major scientific development 
from to-day—including not only 
rocket propulsion, but any other 
big new discovery which comes 
from the world laboratories— 
should be placed in a world pool 
for. control and use by the United 
Nations, 


PREMIER’S PROPOSALS 
“ Mr. Attlee, according to a later 
telegram from Washington, is said 
to nave Ecne ‘to President Tru- 
man on board a yacht yesterday:— 
(1.) That Britain, the United 
States and Canada jointly agree to 
place the complete secrets of the 


atomic bomb and its production in’ 


the hands of the United Nations 
Security Council. | 

(2.) That this should be condi- 
tional on a parallel agreement with 
the other laige Powers that they 
wil, now and in the future, hand 
over the secrets of their own im- 
portant - : ents..to 
the Council. 

(3.) That Russia should give a 
full statement of what she considers 
her final security .claims, so that 
they can: be mutually discussed. 
Similar proof of good faith and 
confidence in the workability of the 
United Nations Organisation would 
also be sought from other Powers 
concerned. ' 

Given American agreement with 
Mr. Attlee’s proposal, it is con- 
sidered probable that approaches 
will first be made through normal 
diplomatic channels, but in that 
case the eventual calling of a “ Big 
Three” meeting is considered 
inevitable. Mr. Attlee feels that no 
pretence should be made that the 
production’ methods of the ‘atom 
bomb are exclusive American 
secrets. The methods are fully 
understood by British and Canadian 
scientists. He is also understood 
to take the view that new scientific 
discoveries of a military importance 
comparable with that of the atom 
bomb are probable in the easily 
foresceable future, and under his 
plan these, especially when of a 
definite military nature, would be 
entrusted by all countries to the 
Security Council. : 


PLANS PROSPECTS 


Mr. Attlee is described as being 
“ moderately optimistic” about the 
prospects of his plan being accepted. 
In the event of failure—by dis- 
agreement with either Truman or 
Stalin—it is presumed that a second

The British aim is to solve the 
world’s two chief problems at one 
stroke—the mutual distrust and lack 
of confidence between Russia and 
the Western Powers, which Mr. 
Attlee regards as an obstacle to be 
Overcome, and the fear and 
suspicion engendered in the world 
generally by the atom bomb. 

Mr. Attlee, it is understood, now 
considers that an explicit statement 
from Moscow is an essential first 
step towards establishing a firm 
mutual understanding. v 


WORLD POLICY 

Mr. Attlee, speaking at the White 
House dinner in honour of himself 
and Mr. Mackenzie King, urged 
that in the current discussions all 
should “keep ever in mind that’ what 
we are out for to-day is to try and 
devise a, world policy of the 
common man.” 

He spoke after President Truman, 
who had said: “One of the great 
things of the British Empire is that 
when they have a foreign policy— 
and they always have one—the 
British people are behind that policy 
no matter which Government is in 
power. I am hoping that the 
United States of America can imple- 
ment a foreign policy which will be 
the policy of the people and not 
the policy of any political party.” 

President Truman added: “ We 
are going to our conference prayer- 
fully. We are hoping agreements 
and policies will come out of these 
conferences which will ‘make the 
United Nations a living . organisa- 
tion, a living, moving, active pro- 
samme.” . 


STALIN’S 

Generalissimo Stalin is quite fit, 
but he will not receive an invitation 
from Mr. Attlee arid President 
Truman to attend the present 
Washington Conference as a result 
of the current Washington talks, 
according to information available 
in very reliable diplomatic quarters, 
a Washington yesterday Reuter’s 
correspondent states. 

It was learned definitely in

JOBS FOR MECHANICS 


Skilled motor mechanics can now 
be assured of employment, and the 
Society of Irish Motor Traders has 
asked the Minister for Defence to 
release as many as possible from the 
Army. The motor trade was pre- 
pared to employ all the men they 
could get, it was stated by Mr. 
William Lemass, Secretary to the 
Society. 

Under a new Emergency Powers 
Order, Civic Guards may now 
examine and test the brakes and 
steering gear of any mechanically 
propelled vehicle. If the vehicle is 
defective, he may instruct the 
driver not to move it under its own 
power until the defect has been 
remedied. He may require the 
vehicle to be submitted for further 
test at a specified time and place. He 
may require the driver to drive him 
in the vehicle or he may drive it 
himself. He mav request any person 
to leave the vehicle. Similar powers 
are given for the purpose of testing 
the brakes of bicycles. 

As a road safety measure, the 
Government has decided to continue 
in force the Emergency Powers Order 
fixing a maximum.speed of 30 miles 
an hour’ for cars»*not already limited 
to lower speeds.

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| TRISH WAR 
MEMORIAL 
CEREMONY 


HE attendance at yesterday’s 
Remembrance Day Memorial 
Service at the Irish War Memorial, 
Islandbridge, Dublin, was the largest 
for many years past. Between five 
and six thousand men and women 
attended the ceremony, and a 
parade of about 1,500 .ex-Service 
men marched past the memorial. 

Among the crowds were many 
American, Canadian and Allied 
soldiers and airmen. Some of the 
Civic Guards present carried re- 
volvers. 

As early as two o'clock there 
were queues at many of the city 
bus stops on the route. By three 
o'clock most people had realised 
the utter inadequacy of the bus 
services, and many of them took 
the bus as far as the terminus at 
Marino to queue up there.

I 
had not seen him for mose than 
seven years. “ Dev,” as he is uni- 
versally called, did not seem to 
have aged in the interval, nor had 
his views on politics changed. It 
is said that an Irishman, returning 
to Dublin the other day after serv- 
ing six years in the British Army, 
could only find one change in the 
life of the capital. Mr. Jack 
Nugent, the famed proprietor of 
the Dolphin Hotel, had gone on the 
“ water-wagon.” " Dev,” however, 
has not-altered his drinking habits 
He is still a total abstainer. 

“Dev.” towers above the trish 
political scene. To-day he is 62 and 
he stili hopes before he dies to see 
the end of Partition and the estab- 
lishment Of a united Ireland under

tion of that dream seems more re- 
mote to-day than it did before the 
war. 

In spite of Irish neutrality, there

Irish Grant To Aid 
Channel Islands 


The Central Council of the Irish 
Red Cross Society has approved a 
grant of £2,650 for relief in the 
Channel Islands. The sum was 
realised by the sale of 480 tons of 
potatoes—part of a consignment 
sent to England by the Society for 
the use of refugees. The potatoes 
had originally teen collected with 
the intention of sending them to 
the Continent, but this was found 
to be impossible because of trans- 
port difficulties. .

defence is bound up with that of 
Britain and would almost certainly 
negotiate a defensive and offensive 
alliance for mutual security.”

U.S. OPINION 


But there is another, and probably 
more important, factor in postpon- 
ing the dream of a united Ireland. 
During the past 100 years Anglo- 
American relations have been 
bedevilled by the Irish problem. 
Apart from the ceaséless propa- 
ganda which Ireland has directed 
across the Atlantic towards the 
20,000,000 Irish-Americans, there has 
been the influence of highly- 
organised pressure groups, frequently 
led by American politicians, who 
had no interest in Irish politics, 
apart from capturing the Irish vote. 
And this process often encouraged - 
British Governments to curry favour 
with the United States by making 
what were often ill-judged and ill- 
timed concessions to Irish Jemands. 
There is no doubt that Mr. 
Chamberlain’ had an eye on 
.American opinion when he ceded 
the Treaty ports to Mr. de Valera 
in 1938. 

The war has brought about, a 
change in this situation. Irish- 
Americans still think with love-and 
nostalgia of their motherland, and 
still, like “ Dev,” look forward to a 
united Ireland. But America, too, 
suffered during the war from Irish 
neutrality, and there is, perhaps. to- 
day a truer view of frish-British 
relations in the United States than 
ever before. The woes and wrongs 
of Ireland and the crimes and 
tyranny of Britain no longer-stir the - 
same passions in American hearts as 
20 years ago. 
_When President Roosevelt sent 
his famous Note to Mr. de Valera, 
asking him to dismiss the German 
and Japanese diplomats from 
Dublin, there were many Irish 
politicians who thought, even if 
they did not hope, that this 
peremptory gesture might cost 
Roosevelt the election. Yet when 
America went to the polls in 1944 
Roosevelt triumphantly carried the 
four great Irish States of Massa- 
chusetts, Illinois, Pennsylvania and 
New York. 

However, these facts have not 
eluded the watchful eye of “Dev,” 
who is certainly one of the world’s 
ablest politicians, He realises that 
further progress towards a sunited 
Ireland is largely dependent on 
gaining the good-will and con- 
fidence of Ulster and on the estab- 
lishment of more friendly relations 
with Great Britain. Only a change 
of heart can-turn his dream into a 
reality, and it is to this process that 
Mr. de Valera and his colleagues 
will increasingly address th ves 
in the months that are ahead. And 
Englishmen will wish him well in 
this task for a prosperous and con- 
tented Ireland. 

Living in trust and amity with 
Great Britain is as much a British 
as it is an Irish interest.

Beat Speed of |

FROM A CORRESPONDENT. 


WHEN R.A.F. jet-propelled air- 
craft chased German “ doodle 
bugs” at almost 500 miles an’ hour 


across Britain, it was apparent that 


a new era. in speed, and speed 
records, was coming. Few who 
remembered then that German 
held the world’s air s record, 
doubted that, when Britain wished, 
she could eclipse the 469.2 miles 
an hour, standing to the credit of 
Fritz Wendel. 

To attempt to break the record 
so soon after the war's ending, and 
with an orthodox R.A.F. fighter 
“ disarmed,” showed British aircraft 
manufacturers’ confidente in their 
top position in the jet’ propulsion 
field. It will be interesting to

EXAMINATION OF MOTOR VEHICLES

The 
1939 to 1945, empowering any member of the Garda Síochána to examine and cst 
the brakes and steering gear of any mechanically propelied vehicle suspected of 
being defective. A member of the Garda may require a driver to stop a vehicle 
or to drive it to a suitable place for testing and to drive the vehicle in connection

The Garda may travel in the vehicle while such requirements are 


being complied with, and may drive it himself...He may require any persons to

Where a defect is found, the owner or the driver may be

This morning, as many long- 
immobilised wheels of commerce 
begin again to rotate with the 
aid of imported fuel, it may not 
be untimely to recall Dean 
Swift’s advice to Irishmen that 
they should “burn everything 
from England. except her coal.” 
As the housewife looks forward 
‘to the day. when the British 
mines will restore a constant 


stove, and of familiar fuel for 
the fire-grate, she well may pause 
to wonder why such advice ever 
was given or seriously enter- 
tained. Now that the wheel has 
come full circle, and the most 
ardent of our patriots would be 
relieved to hear that cargoes of 
British coal were on their way 
to the Pigeon House electricity/ 
station, they well may begin to 
have serious doubts of the 
worthy Dean's wisdom or vision. 
Nevertheless, there are people 
here in Ireland—and, unhappily, 
they are not a few—who would 
construe his ironic injunction 
literally and would apply it to 
the conditions of the present 
day. Now, as then, the average 
politician’s appeal, if it is to 
command popular support, mu st 
deal with the undoing of real” or 
imaginary grievances, rather 
than with constructive proposals 
to keep this cpuntry in step with 
the march of events in a world 
that becomes ever more closely 
knit in a new economic and 
social fabric. -Endowed with an 
apparently insatiable appetite 
for the discovery of bygone in- 
justices, and determined to 
pursue an ostrich-like policy of 
“ourselves alone” in a new 
economic framework, few of our 
popular -leaders of thought yet 
have shaken’ themselves free 
from the toils and illusions of 
the past. 

Facing such popular illusions, 
as they persist in ‘spite of the 
irresistible march of science and 
of the seismic economic up- 
heavals of recent years, the 
statesmen of this country find 
themselves between the anvil of 
tradition and the ever more 
powerful hammer of economic 
necessity. Impelled by popular 
demands for the fostering of 
native industries, successive 
Governments of the Twenty-Six 
Counties have been parties to the 
raising of tariff. walls that 


lower—if not, indeed, to 
demolish. Behind a _ flimsy 
screen of patriotic sentiment, 


themselves to the support of doc- 
trines and policies that were not 
essentially different from -those 
preached two centuries ago by 
Ireland's rebellious Dean. “To- 
day, many of those hastily 
erected barriers surviye not only 
to restrict the supply of urgently 
needed imports, and to impose: 
an almost unbearable cost of 
living on the poor, but—such has 
been the inevitable irony of 
events—to obstruct the flow of 
exports that are vital to the well- 
being of a country which depends 
on agriculture and its many 
associated industries. Failing to 
realise that sellers also must be 
buyers+that equitable exchange 
of produce and commodities is 
the first and indefeasable law of 
national or community life—the 
same perfervid patriot who 
demands the exclusion of British 
manufactures contrives to recon- 
cile his patriotic sentiment with 
an equally insistent demand for 
the sale of cattle and bacon and 
eggs in the market places of our 
“hereditary” British enemies. 
From the same lips proceed 
cordial invitations to the English 
tourist to spend his holiday 
money in Ireland, and strident 
denunciations of the British 
manufacturer who may plan to 
establish his home and his 
factory on this side of the Irish 
Thus there has come about 
the popular illusion that 
patriotism demands the cultiva- 
tion of external markets for our 
surplus farming produce, con- 
currently with measures to pre- 
vent a corresponding inflow of 
imports to balance the interna- 
tional account. 

Happily, there is increasing 
evidence that Mr. de Valera and 
his colleagues are reasonably 
free of such dangerous illusions. 
They are alive to the fact that 
exports, in the long run, must 
be paid for in,corresponding im- 
ports, and they now can point 
to the inevitable consequence of 
seriously restricted imports, with- 
out a concurrent limitation of 
exports, during the recent» years 
of emergency. They no. ‘longer 
hesitate publicly to recognise the 
fatal consequences of piling up 
external investments of capital as 
the necessary fruits of insufficient 
imports or of excessive exports. 
Even the most ardent advocates 
of Sinn Fein economic philosophy 
have been compelled to admit 
the need of imports with which 
to build up. and sustain this 
country’s structure of industry.

THE SCULPTURE OF 
JACOB EPSTEIN 


When one thinks of modern sculp- 
ture in England one thinks of Jacob 
Epstein, some of whose work is on 
view at the ‘Victor Waddington 
Galleries, Dublin. Since the last war 
he has been much in fashion among 
the intellectuals. From the far-off: 
days when he sculpted the Oscar Wilde 
monument in the Pére-Lachaise Ceme- 
tery in Paris to the storms that was 
created by “ Genesis” and “ Adam 
before the war, his work has been 
the subject of public controversy. 
This proves two things at Jeast—that 
he is original and that he is vital. 

in outlook, Epstein is not European, 
or, at least, Western European, for 
there is much. ofthe Oriental. in his 
make-up. His themes have been. the 
unusual, the super-normal and sub- 
normal, and it is his intensely :calstic 
aititude in dealing with these themes 
which has appealed to the moderns, and 
has made him the artistic half-brother 
to our own James Joyce. A\jso, like 
Joyce. he is anti-heroic. Take the 
shoulders and back of “ The Woman 
of Baku,” with their almost tubercular 
concavities, her low, sloping forehead, 


‘matted hair and sunken chest, and note 


how, with his powerful and ‘observant 
mind, he has knitted all these seem-. 
ingly negative features into a striking 
expression of character—subversive 
and unheroic, but tenacious and subtle, 
His “Einstein” is an example of 
understatement of the “unheroic” 
school, for there is no evidence of any 
intellectual power in the face, the ps 
expression of which seems to be one o 
amazement. Yet, again, in spite of the 
heavily corrugated . forehead and the 
fact that there is no back to the head, 
one senses, if not the intellect, the 
subtle personality of the man who 
proved that there was no such thing 
as Finality—dear, old, comforting 
Finality. 

It is in “George Bernard Shaw” 
that one is made aware of Epstein's.

Of 
course the guards on patrol con- 
not be everywhere at once, and, 
anyway — who knows? — perhaps 
these nocturnal songsters relieve the 
monotony of a long cold night. But 
1 wonder if these songsters (if they 


think at all) ever realise that people 


do live (and try to sleep) in our 
main streets? That these people, 
whether caretakers, business folk, 
or mere dwellers, live to a certain 
degree in a state of perpetual ten- 
sion, owing to the atmosphere and 
noise of a city, and to the fact that 
they are all hard-working or striving 
individuals (people don’t live in the 
centre of a city for fun, as a rule), 
and that, therefore. they need their 
full quota of sleep, such as their 
luckier counter-parts in suburbs or 
country are able to get. 

Perhaps the nocturnal songsters 
are sometimes not in a fit state to rea- 
lise anything, and if they are not I 
would suggest that their friends see 
them safely home in a cab, but if 
they are able to think, may I say to

His house 
is only a few yards from the Palace, 
and he used “to jump over his 
garden shrubbery and be on the 
spot in a minute or two. He is 
the eldest son of the late Dr. Lewis 
More O'Ferrall, F.R.C.S., D.P.H., 
medical officer to Beaumont Col- 
lege for many years, and is a first 
cousin to Mr. me ve More O'Fer- 
rall, of Ballyna, valley. His 
wife is a daughter rae Mr. Crosby 
'Lekx kwood, M.C., the publisher, and 
grand-daughter ‘of trey Sir 
Charles Reilly, F.R.I. 

Educated at Pale me te. More

1,000-Line Television 

Transmissions for several months 
are certain to be on the present 
405-line system, but there are re- 
ports that 1,000-line system, giving 
greater definition, will be introduced. 

The method by which pictures 
are “seen” by the television trans- 
mitter is analogous to the way in 
which the eye transmits to the brain 
the page of a book word by word 
and line by line: The camera scans the 
scene before it, taking it in a series 
of “dots” from the top ,left-hand 
corner in a line across and thus 
downs “the page.” It does this so 
quickly, however, that 405 lines, 
each of about 540 dots, are scanned 
every one-twenty-fifth of a second. 
The moving images seen on the 
television screen in the home are 
thus as much an opticdl illusion 
as the moving images seen by the 
audience in the cinema. 

When a television transmitter is 
in operation there are short inter- 
vals of time during which no signals 
are being broadcast. These intervals 
occur during the time in which the 
spot which traces the picture is 
returning to its starting point hefore 
Starting another line. Each of these 
idle periods lasts for 10 millionths 
of a second and there are just over 
10,000 of them during each second. 


Built from “ Left-overs ” 

The hill on which stands the 
brick and glass structure of Alex- 
andra Palace is 400 feet high, and 
the view of London from the 
Palace is probably the best to be 
had outside an aeroplane. The 
building itself is a series of halls, 
corridors and open spaces, some of 
which have been converted for tele- 
vision purposes. A_ brisk half- 
hour’s walk used to take one 
through a palm court, a picture 
gallery, .a roller skating rink, and 
an Italian garden. If it was a bank 
holiday, one would have found a 
full-sized roundabout in the great 
exhibition hall and 1,000 holiday- 
makers sitting down to lunch. In- 
*numerable opera and concert stars 
sang in the great hall. Blondin 
walked a tight rope along its 300 
feet 70 feet above the ground, and 
gave the crowd a thrill by pretend- 
ing to lose. his balance. 

The Palace was built with the 

“ left-overs ” from the International 
Exhibition of 1862, and was opened 
in 1873. Sixteen days after the 
opening a plumber’s brazier set fire 
to the roof of the great halt and rn 
an hour and a half the Palace was 
a smouldering ruin. It took over 
two years to rebuild. 


Send No Money Home 


The current bulletin of the Royal 
Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Children mentions that 
the society continues to have a 
number of cases of Irishmen living 
in Britain, who are often in good 
employment, and Who neglect to 
send any of their earnings to their 
families in Ireland. Many of the 
men do not seem to think that re- 
tribution will overtake them so long 
as they 'stay in England, adds the 
-bulletin, which quotes a recent case 
in which an Irish worker was re- 
patriated from Tunbridge Wells and 
sent to prison for four months. He 
had sent only £3 home to his family 
in a period of over a year.

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Golf on a Mountain 
HIRTY-SEVEN years ago, ‘n 
1908, a nine-hole golf course 
came into being at K shogue. 
It ran across the mountain below 
the Hell Fire’ Club—a notable 
monument to the lengths that men 
will go to entertain themselves of a 
Saturday afternoon. 
- Three years later,:in 1911, it was 
decided __ that Kiimashogue was 
rather too close to pioneering, and 
the pioneers came down the moun- 
tain to Whitechurch, At White- 
church they made a new golf 
course, . which they called the 
Grange. Three of those pioneers 
are still members of the Grange— 
William Stronach, J. A. Trotter and 
William Connolly. 
In 1925 James Braid appeared in 
his tweed cap, and laid out a full 
eighteen-hole course. The club now 
has 353 gentlemen and 200 ladies on 
the pay-roll.

PENCER TRACY’S latest film, 
\” The Seventh Cross (Capitol) 
is a hard, vivid melodrama based 
on the hunted man formula that 
has been used so successfully in 
the past by. Hitchcock, Lang and 
others. Its only drawback is that 
it attempts to’ be something more 
than a mere thriller; it has a 
“ message,” and its message is that, 
as long as the spark of God-given 
decency (that is in the breast of 
every man) stays alight, thtre is 
hope for the world, 
othing on earth could make so 
obvious a gos seem profound or 
original, but Tracy's great quality of 
personal sincerity makes it at least in- 
offensive. His performance as George 
Heisler, one of .seven men who 
escaped from a Nazi concentration 
camp in 1936, is undoubtedly one of 
the best things that this grand actor 
has done in the course of a long and 
brilliant career. As one British critic 
said of him, he may not convince you 
that he is-a German, but he certainly 
convinces you that he is a hunted 
man, In those short close shots of 
his eyes as he crouches against walls 
or hides in outhouses, listening for 
the whining roar of the motor-bicycles 
that he knows are pursuing him, fear: 
and urgency are so vividly written that, 
for the moment, the illusion that we 
call the art of acting is complete.
